Background: The July 7, 201 1 Hollywood Reporter reported[l] that the MPAA 
and its member studios, IFTA, the RIAA and its music label members, American 
Association of Independent Music and its 283 smaller and mid-sized music label 
members, as well as Internet service providers Comcast Corp., Time Warner 
Cable, Cablevision Systems, AT&T and Verizon had reached an agreement on a 
Copyright Alert system to notify consumers about allegations of copyright 
infringement on their account. 

The report says: 'New York Governor Andrew Cuomo helped bring the parties 
together when he was attorney general of the state, according to the new partners.'
